Chicago , Ju ne 1.—Deco ratio n Day in thi 
city o pened rainy and impro pitio u s, bu t 
cleared u p du ring the mo rning, and in the 
afterno o n was line. 
Ex tensiv e preparatio ns j 
had been made fo r its celebratio n, and many j 
peo ple fro m su rro u nding to wns were in the j 
city to tak e p/art in the ex o rcises. 
Many o f 
the bu siness ho u ses clo sed at no o n and the 
streets presented a ho liday appearance. 
The featu re o f the day was the parade o f 
po lice, v eteran-, militia, firemen u ni secret 
so cieties. 
It fo rmed at 2 o ’clo ck , and trav ­ 
ersed the principal streets in the bu siness 
part o f the city to battery D armo r}'. 
At 
the Ex po sitio n bu ilding Gen. Fitz-Simo ns, 
co mmanding the parade, rev iewed the pro ­ 
cessio n in co mpany with his staff. 
The pro cessio n co mprised o v er 2,000 men, 
and wa> in ail rejects a fine display . 
On 
reaching battery D armo ry the v eterans 
alo ne mat ched into the hall, where addresses 
were deliv ered by Gen. Ju liu s White, Gen. K. 
W. Smith, Stephen A. Do u glas, Jr., and o th­ 
er-. 
A reso lu tio n was passe i declaring that 
the state legislatu re » ho u ld pass the bill no w 
befo re it appro priating $200,000 fo r a ho mo 
fo r sick and disabled sjldiers. 
An interesting featu re o f the serv ices at 
the armo ry was the speech o f Stephen A. 
Do u gias. so n o f tu e dead statesman. 
In the 
co u rse o f his remark s he said: 
I wo nder at the cho ice y o u r co mmittee 
madj in selecting me io r y o u r speak er to - 
u u y . 
it seem tj nn a Lo gan, o ra Sherman, 
o r a ViJas sno u ld stand here to -du y —so me 
o ne who to u ched elbo ws o n the field with 
y o u r dead. 
Lu t, perhaps, after u ii, tu e

bu t 
no mistak e was 
made

the 
class. 
Yo u so ldiers o we no gqatitu de to y o u r dead 
co mrades; y o u f . u ght as they fo u gnfc, an l 
bo re y o u r bu rden o 
i the battle as they bo re 
their» . 
Bu t tho e who , lik e my self, were 
bo y s when tho se hero es fell, do o we grati 
tu ne. We who k new no swo rds bu t as play ­ 
things claim the right to feel gratefu l, i he?e 
hero es do no t belo ng to y o u , their co mrades 
—they Lelo ng to 
u s, fo r who m they fo u ght, 
to the co u ntry , to hu manity . To find a mo del 
fo r y o u r child y o u may search the pages o f 
the wo rld’s histo ry and no where will y o u 
find a mo re manly man, a tru er gentleman, 
a better Christian, than amo ng o u r so ldier 
bero e-. I hav e said a better Christian, ladies 
and gentlemen. 
I believ e within tho po rtals 
o f eternal bli>s will be 'fo u nd each fallen 
so ldier. 
The Christian is he who do es his 
du ty , and I wo u ld be willing to tak e my 
chances at the last general mu ster with the 
man who died fo r men. 
Amo ng tho se 
patrio ts no w’ with Go d is o ne who m wo 
sho u ld all remember. 
I wdsh no wto perso n­ 
ally lay u po n his grav e the slight o ffering o f 
my affectio n. 
He died no t in the field o f 
battle, bu t su rro u nded by his friends. I was 
then a child, and when he laid his hand 
u po n my head it lay there so gently . 
And 
when he lo o k ed into my ey es he spo k o pleas­ 
ant wo rds o f my dead father, who m he had 
k no wn lo ng.” 
The au dience here applau ded warmly , and 
the o rato r feelingly said: “To a so n y o u r 
k ind greeting is v ery gratefu L” And w hen 
be spo k e o f the death o f Linco ln, who died 
fo r his co u ntry as mu ch as ev er did bo ro in 
in battle, and that “Go d nev er made a better 
man than Abraham Linco ln,” the au dience 
was nearly beside itself with enthu siasm. 
And also when he spo k e o f Grant, “who m 
we all lo v e no w' that the light o f Go d’s 
eternal lo v e begins to shine u po n his face, 
and we k no w him better, he belo ngs no t to 
this party no r to that, bu t to all o f the 
jx eo ple,” the cheers were lo u d and lo ng.

Grant. ” 
At Calv ary o emetery the chief ev ent o f 
the day was the dedicatio n o f the mo nu ­ 
ment o v er the g r . v e o f Co L James A Mu l­ 
ligan, the gallant leader o f the Twenty - 
third regiment Illino is v o lu nteers, who met 
a so ldier's fate o n the field o f Kearnsto wn, 
Va., in 1SG4. 
The ceremo nies attending the 
dedicatio n were witnessed by o v er a tho u ­ 
sand peo ple fro m Chicago and v icinity , in 
additio n to the relativ es o f the deceased and 
the su rv iv o rs o f Co L Mu lligan’s regiment. 
The mo nu ment, a tall and gracefu l gran­ 
ite shaft, was separated fro m tho platfo rm 
o nly by a bro ad grav el walk . 
It was v eiled 
with the stars and stripes, and deco rated 
with a garland o f ev ergreens and bright 
flo wers wo u nd spirally aro u nd the co lu mn 
fro m tho t. >p to the base. 
The base o f tV> 
mo nu ment is nine feet squ are, and rise* in 
three receding stages, su rmo u nted by the 
higbly -po li*bedi sto ne o n which the inscrip­ 
tio ns are wro u ght 
On o ne o f the fo u r sides 
is the legend: “In memo ry o f Janie. A 
Mu lligan,

Tho mas E G. Ranso m, as u su al, receiv ed 
many beau tifu l flo ral reminders o f the 
esteem in which he was held by the su r­ 
v iv o r* o f the o ld Thirteenth army co rps. 
All the cemeteries In the v icinity o f the 
city were v isited by large thro ngs o f peo ple 
and the grav es o f the hero ic dead pro fu sely

Tho pro cessio n fo rmed as early 
as 8:30 a. m. at Fo rty -seco nd street and 
Fifth av enu e, the v ario u s div isio ns filling 
the side streets between Fo u rth and Six th 
av enu es as far no rth as Fifty -eighth street. 
The start was made at 9 o ’clo ck sharp, and 
with martial mu sic the v ario u s div isio ns o f 
the G. A. R. swu ng into line, and marched 
do wn Fifth av enu e to Fo u rteenth street, 
thro u gh Fo u rteenth street and aro u nd Unio n 
squ are and do wn Bro adway to Eighth street. 
At the Wo rth mo nu ment the pro cessio n was 
rev iewed by President Clev eland as it passed 
tho grand stand. The president was su rro u no d 
by the members o f his cabinet, Gen. Phil 
Sheridan and his staff, Mftj. Gen. Hanco ck 
and staff, and May o r Grace. 
While passing 
the Farragu t, Wo rth, Seward, 
Linco ln,

and Lafay ette mo nu ments, 
lo cated in Madiso n and Unio n Squ are park s, 
the so ldiers u nco v ered and dro o ped tiieir 
co lo rs amid tho ro ll o f mu ffled dru ms.

with flo wers. 
The ex ercises were clo sed with a meeting 
at the Academy o f Mu sic, the president be­ 
ing present, also Go v erno r Hill.

seats o f ho no r were tilled by Senato r Ev arts, 
Gen. Hanco ck , Secretaries Endico tt and 
Whitney , Gen. Daniel E. Sick les, the llo v . 
Dr. Jo hn It. Par to n, Co L Po rter, Algerno n 
S. Su lliv an an I Gen. Ho race Po rter. 
Senato r Ev arts ^deliv ered the o ratio n, and 
clo sed as fo llo ws: 
“We miss fro m this stage o ne great gen­ 
eral; o ne who , as as distingu ished American, 
as a fello w-to wnsman, and as o u r great 
captain we hav e lo v ed to ho no r.

spectato r o f the pageant; as Co l. Vase 
passed he salu ted the strick en so ldier and 
the salu te w’as retu rned in military sty le. 
When Reno and Gilso po sts Grand Army o f 
the Repu blic marched by the band was play ­ 
ing “Marching Thro u gh Geo rgia.” 
As rank 
after rank o f grizzled v eterans passed with 
u plifted faces, u nco v ered heads, and many 
with tears iu their ey es as they cau ght sight

diers. the general was v isibly affected, and 
he salu ted again and again in respo ase to 
the lifted hats o f the men.

rade James A. Garfield, who se v o ice was 
the first heard at Arlingto n o n Memo rial 
Day .

City and had held tho fo rt, su ccessfu lly 
thwarting any attempt o f tho train hands 
and the au tho rities alo ng tho ro u te to so cu ro 
him. 
Lieu t. Lau ghlin, three detectiv es and

BEECHER’S THEOLOGY. 


W HAT HE HOLDS W ITH REFERENCE 
TO EVOLUTION 


And Ita Effort Upon C hristianity —The 
Two Records ot th e C reative Power 
o f the M ott H ig h —D efining 
True R elig ion. 


New Y o r k , J une 1.—Mr. Beecher con­ 
tinued the series of addresses upon evolution 
tiunday, taking as his tex t the third verse, 
first chapter J ohn’s Gospel: “ All things 
wero made by Him, and without Him was 
not anything made that was made.” He 
said: 
That the whole world and the whole uni 
verse were the creation of God, is the teati 
mony of tho whole Biblo. But how lie made 
them tho scriptures do not declare. 
The 
grand truth is that this world was not a 
chance. 
There are two records of God’s 
creative energy. 
One of tho records is of 
the unfolding of man and the race under the 
inspiration of God’s naturo. 
This is a mere 
sketch. 
Of the ancient period of man there 
is almost nothing known. 
One of these 
records, or revelations, if you chose to 
call 
them 
so, pertains to the physical 
globe and reveals the divine thought through 
the unfolding history of matter. So we have 
two revelations, Uod’a thought in the evolu­ 
tion of matter 
and evolution of 
mind. 
We cannot but marvol at tho inditYerence 
with which good men have regarded tho 
stupendous revelation. 
Ages before the hu­ 
man races wusenough advanced to have made 
the ten commandments possible, C*■ ».1 was si­ 
lently building a world that was to contain 
within itself its own history. 
Science is only 
the decipherer of God's thought as revealed 
in tho structure of this world, it is m< rely a 
translation of God’s revolution. 
If to reject 
God’s revolution of the book is infidelity, 
what is it to reject God’s revolution of Him­ 
self in tho structure of the whole glolie. 
There is as much infidelity in that great his­

lectures for 1*8 4 contained a bold, frank 
and judicial estimate of evolution and its 
relations to Christianity. 
To the fearful and timid, let me say that 
while evolution is certain to oblige theology 
to reconstruct its system, it will take noth­ 
ing away from the grounds of true religion. 
It will strip off Saul’s unmanagable armor 
from David to give him greater power oyer 
the giants. 
Simple religion is the unfolding 
of the best nature of man toward God and 
toward his fellow-man. 
It has been hin­ 
dered and impaired by the outrageous, com­ 
plicated and unbearable systems of theology 
that have ex isted, and if you change the- 
ology you will emancipate religion.

A Shortag e o f Over One H undred and 
F ifty M illion Bushels. 
Milwaukee , J une 1.—S. W. Talmadge, 
of this city, has prepared his first prelimi­ 
nary estimate for the season, by states, of 
the probable total yield of wheat in the 
United States for 1855.^ 
The figures are made up by states and 
territories with the kindly assistance of the 
state agricultural departments, statistical 
ag en ts, and other reliable authorities, and 
are based ui>on the actual acreage sown and 
present condition of the growing crop. 
The estimate shows the probable yield of 
winter wheat to bo 331,09 0,000 bushels; of 
spring wheat, 130,000,009 bushels; total of 
winter and spring 361,000,000 bushels. 
The United States department of agricul­ 
ture officially reports the crop of 1884, winter 
wheal, .*>70,100,090 bushels; spring wheat, 
143,00 >,000; t >tal winter and spring, 513,. 
000,000 Ludiels. 
From these figures it will be soen that the 
crop of Is'm, compared with ISS4, will show 
a shortage in winter wdioat of 139,000,000 
bushels; spring wheat, 13,000,000 bushels; 
total winter and spring, 152,000,099 bushels. 
The average wheat yield of tho United 
States for five years past is 461,009,000 
bushels. 
The estimate shows a shortage, 
compared with the average five years, of 
100,000,009 bushels.

cases the wo rry and anxieties of bu siness 
and ev ery-day-life trou bles, and the p ictu re 
is u nmistakable. 
Fear and care are also 
noticeable in their actions on the skin and 
hair. 
Medical histories can show many a 
Prisoner of Chilion, so well described by 
Byron, which is no fancifu l case. 
In times 
of p eril and threats of inv asion, nu merou s 
cases of a su dden change of the color of the 
hair hav e been recorded. 
Dr. 
Laycock 
mentions a case of sev ere neu ralgia oceu r- 
ing at night from fright, and fou nd in the 
morning th at the inner portion of the eye­ 
brow and eyelashes had become white; he 
also asserts that the natural grayness of old 
age is connected with certain changes in the 
nerv e centers. 
An Eng lish phy sician say s that lectures 
delivered to medical students frequently 
produce unusual mental stimuli upon their 
bodily feeling s, and in some cases specific 
diseases have not only been simulated, but 
actually induced diseased sy mptoms. A 
fellow-student, after hearing a description 
of what is usually called the Scotch fiddle 
(itch), was so influenced that a persistent 
itching was felt between his fing ers, the re­ 
sult of the morbid mental influences to 
which he had been subjected. Students 
often fancy they have the very 
dis­ 
eases which they 
hear 
described 
by 
their teachers, and 
the 
heart 
g ener­ 
ally comes in for its full share, and 
it is almost impossible to persuade them 
otherwise. If it is found that the influence 
of the mind and its imag ining s may induce 
diseases, it is no less certain that a like ac 
tion may in some eases, cure disease. Frig ht 
especially has made its cures in g outy and 
rheumatic invalids. We all know the effect 
of g oing to have a tooth ex tracted, the pain 
ceasing on entering the operating -room. 
The faith cure may come in here in chronic 
cases, the mind ex ercising its will power. 
Luther taug ht that if a man had faith, he 
could accomplish any thing , even commit 
any kind of sin without g uilt. 
The charming away of chills and fev ers 
and of warts seems to come u nder this cate- 
gcry. 
I hav e come across sev eral cases of 
this kind. 
Old women often p ossess this 
facu lty. 
Ev en in the time of Lu cian, su ch 
female p ractitioners were su ccessfu l In su ch 
cases.
